This drawing, by Charles H. Owens, shows a method for utilizing this centrally located site, already owned by the city, without de . 

2 park. It is accurately drawn to scale and shows 1825 feet of walks along which benches may be placed, as against 1380 fret of walks so utilized in the 
park at present. The fountain in the center of the park is not disturbed and the greater majority of the trees are saved. The building shown is adapted 
to provide for three floors and a basement, giving a total flocr space of 200,000 square feet. The main entrance would face the fountain with another 
large public entrance and a service entrance for trucks, etc., on Olive street. The size, shape and style of architecture are, of course, merely suggestive.

Move to Make Distributing 
Center Here Gains. 


Plan May Chiefly Affect the 


Present System. 


A new movement is in progress 
in the film world to take the palm 
of supremacy away from New York 
by establishing Los Angeles as a 
distributing center for pictures. The 
scheme is not new, but it has pos- 
sibly never before assumed auch 
definite shape, and there is a — 
er likelihood of the project reach 
ing fulfillment now than ever be- 


Not long ago, it was apparent that 
one of the largest distributors in 
New York had in mind the crea- 
tion of a separate, if mor. dis- 
tributing agency in Angeles. 
Thu was heralded when a suite of 
nine offices was leased in one of the 
downtown buildings, but then came 
tension in the money market and 


late, 

recently made definite announcs- 
ment of a policy of western distribu- 
tion, while several others are con- 
templating it as a possibility. 80 
the project is on foot once more. 

There are three cardinal reasons 
acvanced by loca] men interested in 
this movement as to why Los An- 
geles should be 
center of the world 


when it is stated that the distribut- 
ing charge against a picture ranges 
from 20 to 40 per cent of the gross 
it will be seen that Los Angeles 
bank clearings would be swelled 
in a considerable degree. 

While re are several dig 
laboratories near the eastern 
one of the largest, which 68 
thousands of positive prints, is lo- 
cated in Chicago. This company has 
only recently bullt a Hollywood 
laboratory at a cost of some hundred 
thousand dollars. 

So important has become the tint- 
ing, toning and printing of positive 
film from the negatives made in Los 
Angeles that it is common prac- 
tice to send a re ntative of the 
producers to New York or Chicago 
to see that the work is done right. 

GAP NOT BRIDGED. 


The gap between the producing 
and the selling departments has 
never been successfully bridged, for 
the office of distribution and that of 
production are probably more wide- 
ly ee than in any other line. 

A glance at the personnel of sev- 
eral of tne releasing concerns. it 
is believed, shows how, through co- 
operation, distribution could 
handled as well from Los’ 
as New York. The 
Producers comprise Thomas H. Ince, 
Maurice Tourneur, Marshall Neilan. 
Mack Sennett and J. Parker Read, 
Jr. Necessarily most of the decisions 
of policy in this corporation must 
be made in Los Angeles.

DYNAMITE FIRST USED IN 1890. 

Alfred Nobel, the great chemist, 
invented dynamite, and its first pub- 
lic test, made at Merstham, July 14, 
1868, established beyond doubt its 
tremendous potentialities. A Ger- 
man, Von Dahmen, improved on the 
manufacture of dynamite in such @ 
manner that the “safety” variety 
could be produced. This process 
was patented in 1889. 

The United States government, 
realizing the incalculable value of 
dynamite, ordered an test 
October 9 of the same year. This 
proved satisfactory, and Lieut. 
Graydon, U.S. N., carried on experi- 
ments until he produced a variety 
of dynamite which could be used 
in shelis, and which was officially 
adopted as one of the Navy's weap- 
ons in April, 1890.—[ Detroit News.

As an alienist he 
ranks, in the eyes of the profession 
of California, with Dr. H. G. Brain- 
erd, while, in addition, he is a noted 
and incorrigible bibliophile and has 
in his invaluable collection on Rus- 


Poe wrote. 

_ Edgar Allan Poe was editor of and 
contributor to several magazines 
published from 1825 to 1845, and 
Dr. Robertson has delved into many 
dusty piles of what the average réad- 
er would consider junk, and thus 
secured files of value for writing 
this “Study;” among them are the 
Southern Literary Messenger, pub- 
lished in Richmond, Va., 1835; the 
Yanks, and Boston Literary Gazette, 
published in Boston, beginning 1329; 
the American Museum of Science. 
Literature and the Arts, a monthly 
magazine published in Baltimore, 
beginning 1838; Graham's Ladies’ 
and Gentlemen’s Magazine, pub- 
lished in Philadelphia; the New 
Mirror, published in New York, was 
another to which Poe was a fre- 
quent contributor; the Pioneer, a 
Literary and Critical Magazine, pub- 
lished its first number in 1843. 

The 2 Journal and sev- 
eral other publications have been 
carefully studied by Dr. Robertson 
in order to secure all possible light 
on Poe's psychopathic condition. It 
was this abnormal mental condition 
that led Poe from time to time to 
resort to alcohol to the point of 
delirium tremens, and to opium, 80 
that finally at the age of 39, he 
was rescued from the gutter to die 


in a Baltimore hospital, long before 


his time. That Poe suffered from 
inherited dipsomania, there is no 
doubt; but in spite of this psycho- 
pathic handicap what a marvelous 
output there was in the few short 
years of his adult life. 

“The Raven” first appeared in the 
Mirror (N. Y.) in 1845. Dr. Robert- 
non believes this single poem is

n any other in Bnglish litera- 
ture. @ may be right, but my

California is justly proud of her 
beauty spots, and, according to Fred 
Clark, sales manager of the Haynes 
here, every motor-car owner should 
take a pride in keeping these places 
free from such disfigurements as 
discarded paper lunch plates, bits of 
torn newspapers and other debris 
incidental to itinerant camping. 

“California's beautiful highways 
are a source of pride to the State,” 
says Clark, “and it should be the 
ambition of the motorist who fre- 
quets them to keep them free of 
debris. Quite recently on a trip 
through the northern section of the 
State, I noticed considerable waste 
paper and bits of rubbish left along 
the highways by travelers. 

“Tt is no particular burden for the 
motorist to dispose of these things 
either by picking them up or burn- 
ing them. If a heap of rubbish is 
burned proper precautions will dis- 
m the possibility of a grass fire.

OLLOWING is from the Kansas City Star:

Col. J. H. McClintock of Phoenix, Ariz., 
State Historian, sends me an interesting vol- 
ume, of Which he is the author, entitled, 
“Mormon Settlement in Arizona.”

One of 
the most glorious of these is just off the 
path which leads from the bridge east of the 
Sentinel Hotel to the Lower Yosemite Fall. 
Whenever I have passed that way, I have 
mot been able to resist the temptation to 
wander off through the ferny jungle.

If you visit the Yosemite during the latter 
part of June or early in July, you will learn 
where the wild strawberry patches are.

After the operation, the friend was called 
into the office and told: “We shall have to 
charge Mr. $5000 instead of $3000.” 
“Why? “We find that he is a wealthy 
man.” 

Excitement was caused in surgi- 
cal circles by the announcement that the 
board of trustees of Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital had established a maximum fee of 
$1000 for major operations. Several sur- 
geons are said to have been making from 
$100,000 to $200,000 a year. 

It is often explained that the poor are op- 
erated on for little or nothing. I notice, on 
part of these high-priced surgeons, no eager. 
ness to accept such work.

quently followed by a period of seeming im- 
provement. The troublesome local symptom 
has been removed, and the after-effects of 
the mutilation have not had time to assert 
themselves. But sooner or later the old 
symptoms return, in aggravated form, or a 
new set of complications arises. The pa- 
tient is made to believe that the first opera- 
tion was a ‘perfect success’ and that his lat 
est crop of difficulgies has nothing to do 
with the former, but is something entirely 
new. At other times he is assured that the 
first operation did not go deep enough, that 
it failed to reach the seat of the trouble, and 
that it must be done over again, 

“And so the work of mutilation goes mer- 
rily on. The disease taint in the body sets 
up one nidus of inflammation after another. 
These the surgeon promptly removes;e but 
the real disease, the venereal, psoric or 
scrofulous taint, the uric or oxalic acid, the 
poisonous alkaloids and ptomaines, affecting 
every cell and every drop of blood in the 
body, elude the surgeon's knife, and create 
new ulcers, abscesses, inflammations, etc., 
as fast as the old ones are extirpated.” 

A Milwaukee physician wrote to a physi- 
cian in one of the leading Chicago hospitals 
for a diseased appendix ard a healthy ap- 
pendix, for comparison. The Chicago doc- 
tor replied that he could send a bushel of
